Federal Law imposes a tax of IO 
per cent on currency issued by any 
other agency than the federal gov­ 
ernm ent or its instrum entalities and 
this effectively repeals the author­ 
ity now contained in our state 
stitution. There is also a prohibi­ 
tion in our present State Banking 
Act.In the present Section 
Seven 
there is also a provision that, ‘Ev­ 
ery banking association now' or 
which may hereafter be organized 
under the laws of this State shall 
make and publish a full and accur­ 
ate quarterly statem ent of its a f­ 
fairs (which shall be certified to, 
under oath, by one or more of its 
officers), as m ay be 
provided by

Amendment, reads: “All provisions 
of the law of this State m aking 
stockholders of banks personally 
liable for obligations of the bank 
are hereby repealed and 
declared 
null and void and no obligation 
created thereunder shall

pose be pending within one year 
after this Amendment becomes ef­ 
fective.” This, as you know', pro­ 
vides for the elim ination of the 
double liability requirem ent in the 
present Constitution and no suit 
on any obligation under the pres­ 
ent Constitution will be enforce­ 
able unless it shall bt* pending w ith­ 
in one year a fte r the Am endment 
becomes effective. 
Now, going back to Section Six 
irt the proposed Amendment. The 
same reads as follows: “No act of 
the General Assembly authorizing 
or creating corporations or associa­ 
tions with banking powers, w hether 
of deposit or discount, nor am end­ 
ments thereto, shall go into effect 
or in any m anner be in force unless 
the same shall receive the affirma­ 
tive votes of not less than twro 
thirds of the elected m em bers of 
each House of the General As­ 
sembly.” 
In Section Five of the 
present Constitution it is stated 
th at no act creating corporations 
or associations with banking pow­ 
ers, “shall go into effect or in any 
m anner be in force unless the sam e 
shall. be subm itted to a vote of 
the people a t the general election 
next succeeding the passage of the 
same, and be approved by a m ajor­ 
ity of all the votes cast a t such elec­ 
tion for or against such law'.” 
You will note th a t under the 
present provisions of the Consti­ 
tution, no change can be made in 
our State Banking Act until the 
necessary legislation for th at pur­ 
pose has been passed by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, which is possible 
by a m ajority vote of the elected 
members in both Houses of the Gen-
